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Notes of a 
Naturalist

N orth Rim. Grand Canyon NV 
tional Park: 
This country is an inv 
mense plateau dissected by the can­ 
yons of the Colorado river and its 
tributaries. 
The Grand Canyon lies 
in an easterly and westerly direction, 
thus dividing the area into a north­ 
ern section and a southern section. 
N orth Rim is the name given to the 
northern section but really only ap ­ 
plies to the plateau along the imme­ 
diate edge of the canyon. 
Back from 
the canyon lies one of the most beau­ 
tiful forests I have ever seen. 
It is 
called the Kaibab forest after the old 
Indian name for the plateau: the 
word Kaibab describes the plateau as 
a mountain lying down. 


W e came to the Kaibab For­ 
est from the north, through 
Kanab, U tah, across some desert 
country, into the chaparal belt, 
the pinon and juniper 
forests 
and then into the Kaibab forest 
where the yellow pines predom ­ 
inate. 
This forest is the most 
extensive in the United States 
that has not been touched by 
lum bering operations and being 
now in the hands of the Forest 
Service stands a chance of re­ 
maining undisturbed. 


Jacobs Lake, in Kaibab Forest, is 
the junction of the main road and 
the road leading to the N orth Rim 
of the G rand Canoyn. 
T here 
is 
quite a cluster of buildings here in 
which are housed the various activi­ 
ties catering to the motoring public. 
Nearly everyone stops for a few m in­ 
utes at least as it is the last outpost 
for many miles. 
T he sign reads, 45 
miles to the Grand Canyon, but that 
does not tell the story for it should 
read, 45 miles through the Kaibab 
Forest, 
an open forest of yellow 
pines, aspen, and in the higher ele­ 
vations spruce and fir. 
T he road is 
well graded hut not paved and in 
several places construction work is 
still in progress. 
You will hear wild 
tales about this road but you can dis­ 
count them nearly one hundred per 
cent for conservative driving 
will 
take you over with very little incon­ 
venience. 
The road is to be sur 
faced this year. 
Again, if you wish 
to see places you will have to adapt 
your driving to the condition ot the 
road. 
A nd this is a country worth 
seeing. 
A few 
miles after leaving 
Jacobs Lake, a white-tailed squir­ 
rel ambled across the road. 
I 
had to apply the brakes quickly 
to avoid running him down. W e 
had heard of this squirrel and 
were delighted to see him 
in 
his native habitat. 
T he story 
connected with this animal has 
to do with his variation from his 
brother on the South Rim. 
At 
one time, before the G rand Can­ 
yon formed a barrier, the squir­ 
rels were identical but now after 
many thousands of years of sep­ 
aration by the canyon, now im­ 
passable to squirrels, the tail of 
the squirrel on the N orth Rim 
is completely white, while that 
of the squirrel on the South Rim 
is white underneath but dark on 
top. 


A fter miles and miles of pine for­ 
est the road follows a scries of high 
m ountain 
meadows, 
great 
green 
stretches w ith the dense 
tir and 
spruce forest coming right down to 
the edge; there is the battle line for 
the trees are trying to encroach on 
the meadow-land but w et seasons 
drive them back. 
Thus the silent 
battle rages. 
The tree w arriors are 
the youngsters a little way out in 
the meadow appearing 
in 
regular 
groups of almost symmetrical land­ 
scape design.

Arrested for 
Selling Liquor 
To Indians 


Indian Agent II. H. Qutickenbush 
and the Indian officers working under 
Ills direction are determ ined th a t the 
sale of liquor to Indians m ust cease. 
Oil Tuesday Mr. Quacketilm sh ap­ 
peared before the Federal (iram l Jury 
In Los Angeles and secured th e in­ 
dictm ent of live men on the charge of 
selling or giving liquor to 
Indians. 
They were all transients, and m ost 
of the m en w ere arrested in Banning 
by Officer John M artin. 
The men. who will go to trial next 
week, are Edw ard R. Evans, 
John 
Edw ards, Frederick Conklin. Lorenzo 
H eredia, and C harles H arris. 
it was discovered th at H arris, who 
is a colored m an. has a crim inal rec­ 
ord of long standing, having been con­ 
victed of v ar> us crim es in m any lo­ 
calities. 
Mr. QuacKenbusn s men also arrest­ 
ed H arry M orris, who is now ottt on 
bail. 
His case will be taken to the 
Federal Grand July next week. 
Practically all of th e crim es com­ 
m itted by Indians are traceable 
to 
intoxicating liquors, stated Mr. Quack- 
enbush yesterday. He cited one atroc­ 
ious crim e in San Diego county, where 
a drunken Indian had killed another 
Indian and his son, placed them with 
their tw o dogs in th e ir house, satu rat­ 
ed the bodies with gasoline and burn­ 
ed the house to the ground. 
H e then 
com m itted a statutory crim e on the 
m urdered m an's two sm all daughters. 
Paul Wilson of Truckee, California, 
was arrested Monday at the Banning 
S. P. depot by Officer John M artin 
of the Indian reservation 
on 
the 
charge of giving liquor to Indians. Of­ 
ficer M artin also arrested Fernando 
O rtega of Rhoads Circle, who was on 
the Morongo reservation, on th e same 
charge. 


Await Funds 
For Roads on 
Reservation 


H. H. Quackf nbush, in charge of In­ 
dian reservations in this area, is still 
aw aiting word from the Federal gov­ 
ernm ent regarding the granting 
of 
funds for roads on the lot-al reserv a­ 
tion. The money has been appropriat­ 
ed but not yet received. 
The first work to be undertaken is 
the construction of the 
new 
paved 
road to Palm Canyon. 
T hen roads 
will he built along the section lilies 
surrounding all of the inhabited sec 
tions of the reservation, a total of 
about 30 m iles of paved streets. 
Indians of the M orongo. 
Sohoha. 
Torres M artinez and the local 
Agua 
Caliente reservations will be em ployed 
to do the work.

W henever one truck is out on a fire, 
I th e other is available should another 
fire occur. 
There are now tw o full-time firemen 
on duty at the fire station. W illiam 
Leonesio and Phillip Casper. 
W hen 
the new truck arriv es another 
full 
tim e firem an will be employed. 
The new fire station was built last 


year large enough to 
accom m odate 
two trucks. 


A lthough Palm Springs has had a 
record of no disastrous fires for many 
years, the lire com m issioners decided 
they would take every precaution that 
there shall be none. 
The town has 
built up outside the fire district, and 
several fires have occurred in the out- 
sire area. 
The firem en could not re­ 
fuse to answ er these calls, although 
the regulations forbade. 
Last 
fall 
they p u t out a fire in the new Ca* 
huilla Indian Village hotel, they an ­ 
swered a num ber of calls on the In­ 
dian reservation, Smoke T ree Ranch 
and T ahquitz D esert E states, all out­ 
side the district. W hen the new truck 
: arrives all this area will have am ple 
protection, and if one truck is called 
ciuside the district, the other will be 
ready for im m ediate action. 


The truck now on hand will have 
another 300*gallon tank installed on it 
so that fires can be com batted where 
tilery is no w ater available.

Surveying of the northern section 
will begin this fall, the Reclamation 
service planning to establish an office 
in Coachella.

January, 1935, through last June.

litis total. 112,906 are “dust bowl" mi­ 
grants, m ostly from Oklahoma, Arkan­ 
sas and Texas. 
The people, Pomeroy said, were anx­ 
ious to obtain agriculture anti ranch 
jobs, even If it was toy only one or 
two days a week, asserting they could 
live better in California on such work 
than in the dust bowl.
